With pleasure we present the collection of Mr. Donald Herdman. Added to this are other important 
properties, including the Fairfield Collection of United States colonial coins. The result is a “collectors’ 
sale,” a catalogue with varied items of interest to anyone in the United States field of specialty. 

Mr. Herdman, a prominent avocado rancher, has collected coins for many decades. Many of the coins 
offered here were acquired from the Atwater, Menjou, and other “name” sales of the 1940s. The 
consignor shared with us some of his background in numismatics: 

My interest in coins began when my grandfather gave me a %2Vz gold piece for my birthday. This coin 
was a beautiful present and impressed me as being an extremely valuable item, even though in those days 
before 1933 it was legal to hold and own gold coins. 1 had never seen a quarter eagle before. Gold coins , 
while available from banks on special request, did not actively circulate in the 1920s and early 1930s. 

Later , as an adult, 1 renewed my interest. By this time gold coins were no longer available at banks. 1 
decided to acqu ire a collection of gold pieces. Only coins in high er grades interested me; worn pieces had 
no appeal. 

In 1942, 1 became a member of the American Numismatic Association. Shortly thereafter l became 
interested in American commemoratives. 1 assembled a very nice collection of the different issues and 
designs, buying some of them from the original issuing commissions. Then my interest shifted to United 
States dimes. They became a goal for they were not unduly complicated by many varieties and 
subvarieties, they had been minted nearly continuously since 1796, and they were relatively inexpensive. 

Then , from time to time my interest turned to other numismatic areas. Today I have many fine 
memories of purchases dating back to the 1940s and the many pleasant associations and friendships 
arising therefrom. I hope that the purchasers of my coins will share the pleasures with numismatics 1 have 
had over the years. 
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Added to the Donald Herdman Collection are many other seleet coins, including material Irom the 
fabulous Fairfield Collection. As you recall, selections from the Fairfield Collection were first featured in 
our sale of October 6-8 of this year and will continue through the early part of 1978. Costing the 
consignor $3,700,000, the Fairfield Collection is the most valuable collection ever to be offered at 
unrestricted public auction sale. 

The Fairfield Collection colonial coins are outstanding. Rare Bermuda coins, elusive 1652 
Massachusetts silver pieces, superb Washington pieces, and others greet you as a prospective bidder. 1 he 
Fairfield Collection coins begin the sale with Lot 5001, the 5000-series numbering system being 
employed to avoid any confusion with our Roy Harte Collection sale of November’s recent date. 



Then come magnificent early American copper coins. Several select 1793 cents, later large cents 
(including a Proof 1857), the popular 1856 flying eagle cent, and an array ot Indian and Lincoln cents 
are sure to be of interest. Two-cent and three-cent pieces and 5c pieces all contain a variety ol scarce 
dates as well as type-set issues. Literally, there is something for everyone. Dimes include pieces ol various 
designs from the early 19th century onward. Twenty-cent pieces, a short-lived series, are represented by a 
large number of pieces in various grades— mainly Uncirculated and Proot— to choose Irom. Quarters

Silver dollars, always a popular series, are represented with early issues Irom 1795 continuing through 
Morgan and Peace coins. Gobrecht dollars of 1836 (including the rare name-below-base issue) and 1839, 
remarkable Liberty seated issues (starting with a Proof 1840!) will delight the specialist. These coins are 
mainly from the Fairfield Collection- which is probably the most illustrious grouping of dollars ever 
assembled (remember our earlier offering of Fairtield Collection dollars in October!). Many ot these 
purchase opportunities will not recur for a long time.

Introduction to Colonial Coins 

Colonial coins comprise one of the most fascinating and 
historical areas of American coinage. Actually , the term 
colonial coins is a misnomer , for in practice the area of 
“ colonials ” covers not only coins of the American colonial 
period (pre-Revolutionary War) but coins of the states and 
other later issues as well. 

I he colonial coins offered here are mainly from the 
Fairfield Collection. The consignor , with an eye for quality, 
acquired some of the finest and rarest pieces we’ve ever had 
the privilege of offering at public auction sale. 

Sommer Islands, or Bermuda pieces, seldom seen in even 
the largest collections, are represented by two specimens. Then 
comes a number of outstanding Massachusetts silver coins, 
including an incredible Willow Tree shilling. Two magnificent 
1658 Maryland (Lord Baltimore) sixpence pieces then greet 
the prospective bidder.

The 1776 Continental dollar has always been one of the 
most admired issues of this period, bearing as it does, the 
“ magic” 1776 dale, the only native American coin design to 
do so.

most significant Bermuda coins to appear on the market in 
recent decades. Worth a liberal bid. 

Note: Thus and other Bermuda coins were struck by the 
Bermuda Company around 1616. With a hog as the obverse 
design, these coins were referred to as “ hogge money” years 
ago. 

Juan Bermudez, who called on the islands in 1515, left 
behind a group of these hogs. They proliferated, and in 1609 
when Sir George Somers (or Sommers) was shipwrecked 
there, the islands were overrun with the porcine beasts. 
Hence, hogs became a symbol of the Bermuda Islands, just as 
in a later time gigantic tortoises came to represent the 
Galapagos Islands. 

The Bermuda coins were issued in four denominations, 
struck in copper with a light silver wash coating. Quantities 
struck, probably in England, were limited, and when 
American colonials were first avidly collected in the 1850s, 
the Bermuda issues were already great rarities— as, of course, 
they are still today.

1652 ( i. e . , 1653-1659 
for the type). Noe variety 1-A, the earliest pair of Willow 
Tree dies and, consequently, the earliest of the entire series 
of Massachusetts tree coins. Rarity 7‘, only ten specimens 
known, with three impounded (Johns Hopkins University, 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and the Boyd Estate), leaving 
seven collectible, of which three are in no better than Fair 
condition. 

The present coin is one of the three finest in collectors' 
hands, sharing honors with the Earl of Bridgewater and the 
Terrell Collection [Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, 1973] coins. 
Indeed, it is superior to those in legibility, the legends being 
very little afflicted by the multiple striking which is 
characteristic of the series. As a matter of fact, it is superior 
in this regard to all known Noe 1-A Willow Tree shillings, 
including the museum specimens cited above. 

Strictly speaking, the coin grades Extremely I ine, though 
there are some who would argue for an Almost Uncirculated 
grade. Of course, these terms refer to actual wear 

independent of the vagaries of striking. 1 note among the 
beautiful pearl-gray surfaces genuine traces of mint lustre, 
especially on the reverse side. Another plus is the 
exceptionally full planchet, which seems to have nowhere 
been clipped subsequent to striking. What more can I say? It 
is an extraordinary coin all the way around— in significance, 
rarity, and condition . . . 

Here is one of the greatest American colonial coins in 
existence. The finest known example of the very first variety 
of tree coin in the Massachusetts series. Should elicit spirited 
bidding competition.

minting business in the 1 7 80s. On the shores of Orange Bond, 
near present-day Newburgh, N. Y., he set up what was 
described as a “ manufactory of hardware. ” 

The operations there were conducted in secret and were 
viewed by local residents as illegal and wrong. It is said that a 
guard with a hideous mask was posted to frighten away the 
curious. At the mint, known as “ Machin’s Mill’ ’ (or, 
sometimes, plural. Mills) to collectors today, minted a wide 
variety of coins— including Vermont pieces (with some 
authority as certain of the principals had a coinage contract 
with the Green Mountain state), counterfeits of British 
halfpennies, and without authority, coppers of Connecticut, 
New Jersey, and elsewhere. 

To the delight of numismatists today, the Machin ’s Mill 
coiners were often careless and would combine irrelevant 
dies, the Vermont /IMMUNE COLUMBIA piece offered in 
this lot being an outstanding example.

Silver Dollars 
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examining coins of this caliber, permit us to explain that we 
are describing one of the finest known examples of this great 
variety. 

A wonderful story accompanies this famous coin. It seems 
that Mint Director Patterson, tired of the familiar silver 
designs by John Reich (the bust coins) and eager to impart a 
noble feeling to the silver dollar (discontinued since 1803 but 
again about to be struck), asked the talented Christian 
Gobrecht to create a wholly new design. At the time 
Gobrecht was assistant to Chief Engraver William Kneass 
(whom he succeeded in December 1840), and his talent had 
developed through many years of engraving clock and watch 
faces and steelplates for book publishers— including a famous 
portrait of Washington for the 1810 edition of Kingston’s 
New American Biographical Dictionary. His bookwork 
brought him from Baltimore to Philadelphia, where he also 
engraved banknote plates for Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. 
and a few medals for the United States Mint (commissioned 
works for such organizations as the Franklin Institute and St. 
Peter’s Church). Gobrecht’s patent talent as well as his locally 
renowned skill as an inventor and mechanic earned him 
official recognition at the mint, which appointed him 
diesinker in 1836. 

It was in the same year that Patterson asked him to design 
new dies for the silver dollar. Some of his inspiration for the 
upwardly flying eagle on the reverse may well have come 
from Peter, the mint’s pet eagle (still preserved and on view). 
He seems to have used two preserved sources— a painting by 
Titian Peale and a sketch by Thomas Sully of a seated 
portrait ol Liberty— as the bases for his obverse. And these 
designs so satisfied the mint’s director that Gobrecht was 
instructed to place his name prominently on the obverse die. 
WTien the first specimens appeared, contemporary observers 
were rankled and criticized the “conceit” of the coin’s 
designer ^ for so conspicuously placing his signature. 
Gobrecht’s feelings were hurt, and he insisted that his name 
be removed from the coin. However, Patterson asked 
Gobrecht to simply inscribe it upon the rock itself, and this is 
where it appears on most known flying eagle dollars. 

Few coins of the United States, we believe, can claim so 
excellent an artistry as this one. And it was, let us remember, 
the basis for the long-lived series of seated Liberty coins 
which followed but never equaled it in beauty.

5821 1836 Gobrecht silver dollar. C. GOBRECHT. F. inscribed on the 
rock s base. Plain edge. Some 1,000 of these were struck after 
the designer repositioned his name-following public criticism 
(see our comments in the preceding lot for details) of his 
original signature. (His name is incuse on this variety, by the 
way, whereas it is raised on the name-in-field variety.) This 
example was obviously struck as a Proof but saw use either in 
circulation or as a pocket piece, for the fields and high points 
are much rubbed. It now has the sharpness of an AU coin. A 
pretty nice substitute for any collection if you aren’t 
prepared to bid liberally on the preceding lot.

The cataloguer finds this, 
the last Gobrecht dollar issue, and the first issue, with the 
name of the designer in the field (as Lot 5820), to have 
especially appealing appearances. 300 of this variety were 
struck but few could remain as fine as the present specimen, 
which is a Choice Proof glittering with deep bluish gray 
toning. A great coin-in fact, one of the finest in this sale.

5823 1840 Brilliant Proof seated Liberty silver dollar. The Proof 
coinage of these early years (up until 1858) is nowhere 
recorded, but the infrequency of their appearance indicates a 
very tiny number, perhaps a dozen of each year. This is one 

0 the few 1840 Proof dollars we have handled over the 
ytars, and it is quite attractive, considering what it is. A 
number of liberal bids are anticipated. 

Note on early Proofs: Authentic Proof silver dollars of the 
1840s and early 1850s are indeed exceedingly rare. While 
quality is always important when contemplating a purchase, 
we advise prospective bidders that unimpaired pieces (that is, 
those described here as simply Brilliant or toned Proof) are 
about as nice as will be found-and some hairlines are to be 
expected. Neither are these genuine Proofs to be mistaken for 
prooflike first strikes-which are what most offered so-called 

1 roofs are in fact. True Proofs have sharp, squared-off rims 
complete mirror surfaces even into the design crevices, and 
excellent design detail.

Note: Lot 5894 presents an interesting numismatic 

situation. Although several hundred thousand 1869 silver 
dollars were minted, the great majority appear to have seen 
limited circulation and rather quickly landed in the coffers of 
bullion merchants, from which most were condemned to the 
melting pots. At the time (which was the very uncertain 
Reconstruction period following the Civil War), federal 
currency had just recently been introduced and it suffered 
from instability in value. All the while, silver coins, also 
fluctuating in value, were being hauled to Canada and 
shipped to (of all places) the West Indies, where they were 
exchanged for gold at a higher rate than was paid in the 
States. This gold was brought back to our country in 
exchange for more currency (favorable timing was very 
important: exchange was best for the seller when gold bought 
the most currency, that is as the currency value dipped); and 
this increased amount of currency was used to buy more 
silver. The cycle continued, to the profit of bullion 
merchants, until the majority of our silver coins of the late 
1850s through the middle 1870s had disappeared (especially 
those from the Philadelphia Mint, for silver was used in the 
West instead of currency). The silver dollars of the 1850s and 
1860s were the biggest targets, and the great majority no 
longer survive. Finding a select mint state specimen is quite 
unusual.

for this year was 1,000 pieces, few of which are the equal of 
this beautiful coin.

this area and the toning was removed, leaving the cloudy area 
exposed). The surfaces are otherwise above average.

The eagle is cameoed by the dark grayish 
blue toning, while the obverse is patchy— partly brilliant, 
mostly deeply toned.

Although 
the Philadelphia Mint opened in 1793, gold coinage was 
delayed until the mint employees and officials (who were to 
handle gold bullion and coins) could raise the necessary 
bonding money (insurance). Finally the first coins came off 
the hand-operated press in September 1795. Because the $10 
denomination was to be the largest coin of the realm, extra 
care was made to insure an attractive design and good strike 
on each coin. The present piece shows this in its remarkable 
details (a few light adjustment marks on the eagle’s breast are 
mentioned for accuracy but do not affect the coin’s beauty).
